WASHINGTON, May 
S.—Tho Democratic

caucus, aud after a little aore thnn an 
hour's deliberation, 
definitely determined 


their line of action iu regard to tho army 
appropriation bill, and agreed upon the ex- 
act terms of tho measure to bo separately 
passcu iu lieu of luu yixlh Heociou. It being 
also agreed that all consideration of tho ro- 
mainder of tho bill shall ho deferred until 
this independent political measure shall 
have beou noted upon by tho President.

requirement, upon application of the legis- 
lature of a state, (or of tho Gorernor when 
the legislature cannot be convened,) to re- 
press domestic violence. 


The sections referred to aro as follows: 
"Section 2002. No military or nnial offi- 


cer or other person engaged in the civil, 
military or naval service of the United 
States, shall order, bring, keep or have 
under his authority or control, any troopa 
or armed men at the place where any gene- 
ral or special election is held in any state, 
unless it be necessary to repel tho armed 
enemies of tho United States, or to keep 
the peaoo at the polls." 


"Section 200!t. No oflicer of the army or 


navy of the United States, shall prescribe or 
iis, or attempt to prescribe or fix by procla- 
mation, order, or otherwise, the qualifica- 
tions of voters in any state, or with the ex- 
ercise of the free right of suffrage in any 
state. 


The bill will be accompanied with a short 


preamble of an argumentative nature ; to 
determine the phrnaeology of which, and 
also to agree upon an effective title, con- 
sumed considerable time today. 
Among 


titles suggested were the following : 


"A bill to protect ths ballot box from 


military interference." 


"A bill to prevent tho nriny and novy 


from interfering with tho freedom of elec- 
tions. 


"A bill to prevent the control of elootionG 


in tho States by tho army and navy of tho 
United States,'' and 


"A bill to prevent tho use of tho nrmy nt 


the polls, and to promote freedom of olec- 
tionB." 


It is understood that the title finally 


adopted is : 


"A bill to prevent inference by the army 


with elections." The action taken by tho 
caucus is substantially in accordance with 
an "amended report" presented today by 
the commit too to whom the whole subject 
was recommitted yesterday.

Everything is now 
quiet. Martial law bas been proclaimed.
